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The Town Warrant 


Che events of the past week have 
probably softened the ardor of many of 
those who are seeking appropriations in 
the annual town warrant. With the 
banking situation so unsettled, it would 
be most unwise to be lavish in expendi- 
tures this year, and it is hoped that the 
people of Andover will act sanely on 
Monday afternoon. 

Many of the requests for appropria- 
tions in the annual warrant are for very 
worthy projects which in ordinary times 
the town should approve, hut which at 
present should be set aside until condi- 
tions in the country improve. A few of 


the articles should be turned down 
definitely, however. 

There is one expenditure which 
originally was included as a_ special 


article, but which as time went on be- 
came almost a fixation here. According- 
ly, the selectmen for the past few years 
have been inserting the assessors’ survey 
in the regular budget under Article 
three. However, it is not one of the ab- 
solutely necessary expenditures, and 
this year it should not be granted, It 
can very easily be postponed for a year 
or two. The appropriation asked for will 
complete only one-third of the rematn- 
ing work to be done, and as long as the 
town is postponing two-thirds of tt, tt 
might as well postpone the rest. Che 
town will go on just the same. 


Chestnut Street Lights 


Adopting Article 5, which ealls for an 
expenditure of $1000 for the purehase of 
the treadles, wires, and control box at 
the corner of Chestnut and Main 
streets, would mean that the town 
willing to let the Automatic Signal Cor- 
poration pull the wool over its eyes, just 
as it has done for the past few years. To- 
day traffie lights cost less than the town 
is being asked to pay for this equip- 
ment, and since Andover has already 
paid some $2500 in rental, it seems a 
little queer that the company should be 
asking S1000 more. Half of this equip- 
ment is superfluous, since the lights 
governing the Main street traflic change 
without use of the treadles. The select- 
men should tell the company to take out 
this particular equipment. As for the 
rest the town should appropriate not 
more than two hundred dollars, and if 
the company would prefer to take out 
the treadles rather than accept this 
price, let it go ahead. The equipment 
can be supphed by some other company 
at a much lower price than a thousand 
dollars,

Fire Alarm Needed 

The residents of the Corbett road 
distriet in Article Il are asking $350 for 
the installation of a fire alarm box near 
Popping road. This section of the town 
has taken tremendous strides in the last 
few years, so that today it includes a 
large number of residents. Fire protec- 
tion is absolutely necessary here. At 
present the nearest fire alarm box is 
located at the corner of North Main and 
Poor streets, which is much far 
away for safety. Several fires have taken 
place there in recent years, but the fire 
department has been hampered because 
the alarm was not sounded until the 
fire had made too much headway. 

Article 12 is a request for an appro- 
priation of $3700 for the purpose of 
building a gravel road with a bard sur- 
face top on Corbett street. This road is 
in terrible condition, almost impassable 
in places. While the town can not at 
present afford this sum, it seems that 
this might be a project worthy of the 
Emergency Committee’s consideration 
Something should be done to that road, 
and the Emergency committee in con- 
junction with the Board of Public Works 
might well be able to provide a good 
highway up there.

Now the town is asked to take this 
property off the hands of the owner, at a 
cost of $8500, payable in three annual 
installments. Last year the town ap- 
propriated $4400 to help out a private 
development near Summer and Chest- 
nut streets. This year, however, An- 
dover can not help out those who have 
made unfortunate investments, ‘They 
will have to bear the burden of their own 
mistakes; the taxpayer cannot 

Articles 17 and 18 ask that the town 
accept two pieces of land on Juliette 
road for the purpose of street widening. 
Last vear a new street was constructed | 
there, and in order to make the road : 
uniform width, the owners of these two | 
plots of land deeded them to the town. 
The road is already built, and the pur- 
pose of these two articles is merely Lo | 
accept a gift already made and one 
which will not involve any extra expen- 
diture.

Andover’s election came out quite 
well, but the methods used in the cam- 
paign were nothing to boast about.

Useless Traffic Signals 

Traffic signals are asked for Shaw- 
sheen Center at a cost of S500. This is 
absolutely unnecessary, for the town 
has three officers stationed down there 
and has had them there for years. If 
lights were installed there, the officers 
would probably still remain in the 
Square to see that no one went against | 
the lights. In other words, the town 
would still have to pay for the officers 
and in addition it would have to pay for 
the equipment and also the electricity. 
“Tn spite of the general public opinion, 
traflic control signals are not Lhe panacea 
for traffic ills,” said Arnold TH. Vey, 
lraflic Engineer for the State of New 
Jersey, in an article in the December 
“Police Journal.” This statement ts 
borne out by the fact that in 1932 16.70} 
percent of the total number of pedes- 
trians injured in accidents were injured 
on intersections where there were sig- 
nals whereas only 11.99 percent were 
injured where there were no signals. 
These figures are supplied by the Tray 
elers Insurance Company of Hartford, 
Connecticut. Andover should not jump 
at the conclusion that traflie signals are 
necessary or helpful at any intersection 


without studying the situation very 
carefully. Shawsheen Center with an 


oflicer on duty all the time is no place 
for signals.

opportunity for this economy comes mostly 
at the wrong place. As pupils become older 
they require individual guidance. A 
class of 40 seniors in History might be taught 
perhaps, as easily as one of 25, except for the 
extra work of reading and correcting papers 
But such enlargement of sections certainly 
does not work well with 9th and 10th grade 
students in a new subject; yet here is where 
we are forced to apply it. We have now 13 
sections of more than 30 pupils, 2 of more than 
35 and 1 of more than 40. The ratio of teach 
ers (not including the principal) to pupils is 
now 1-30. 


“The needs of the school jn equipment are 
more urgent now than they were when 
mentioned a year ago. You are so familiar 
with them that repetition is unnecessary. 

“The Class of 1932 was the largest in the 
history of the school. Of its 75 members, 14 
have entered institutions of collegiate grade 
an unusual percentage for us or for any 
comprehensive high sc hool. Several of our 
recent graduates have won special honors in 
college—a source of pride to the school—and 
yet the impression is still spread that the 
public high school cannot prepare for college 
There is no magic anywhere that will make a 
good candidate for college admission out of an 
indifferent, lazy, or mentally mediocre pupil 
but a student of good ability and determina 
tion to do his best can be prepared here 
satisfactorily. So long as a town or city has 
one high school only, the college preparatory 
curriculum is the backbone of the school. By 
setting a relatively high standard for suc 
cess, it stiffens all the rest of the program. 


“The continued interest of the Alumni was 
especially marked this year by the work ofa 
committee that helped very materially to 
keep the Athletic Association in sound con 
dition. 


“T regret that we have been unable to 
arrange for the usual basketball season for 
pg For several years the Guild gymnasium 
has been hired and Miss Parker of the Stowe 
School has coached the girls. This year Miss 
Parker’s time is fully taken in the Junior 
High School and the committee felt it unwise 
to hire the Guild. The girls have been so 
faithful in their support of athletics for the 
boys that I dislike to see them Geprived of 
their only privilege of the sort. 

“There is a wide spread feeling of uncer- 
tainty about the future of the public second 
ary school. The insistence that the various 
needs of all the young people of the com 
munity be met, with some disagreement as to 
just what those needs are—is strong on the 
one hand. On the other the demand that the 
high school keep to its old routine and omit 
anything that anybody thinks is a “frill,” 
regardless of the changes in the student 
yersonnel that have occurred since the war, is 
fieard more loudly than ever during the 
present depression. The teachers who are 
trying to carry on in the midst of this con- 
fusion may be forgiven, I think, if they feel 
that, after all, they are in closest contact with 
the problem and that the experience of the 
past assures that their opinions are worth 
something in its solution and that these 
opinions are founded on a very sincere desire 
to serve the best interests of the young people 
in their care, and through these the com- 
munity by which they are employed.

as Monarch of Beasts 
All through the Bible the lion main- 
tains its character as the king of 
beasts.

{ean shorthand writers scribble on 
their pads are of ancient Roman and 
not American origin, archeological 


study has revealed 


As a matter of fact, Romans were 
widely using a uniform system of 
shorthand writing 200 years before 
Christ. After the fall of the empire 
the use of abbreviated writing fell 
into decay until modern American 


business methods revived the need, 
Such are the declarations in a 
scholarly investigation of Gino Mas- 
ano, Italian savant. His studies have 
brought to Heht the full alphabet of 
ancient Roman shorthand writers, 
and, curiously enough, the symbols 
are much similar to those employed 
today. The basic idea is the same, 
Several centuries before Christ, when 
Rome was extending her provinces 
into every part of the world, the need 
for speed brought forth several forms 
of abbreviated writing by symbols, 
which 


were swiftly adopted by com- 
mercial enterprises Ancient records 
show most of the accounts and letters 


of Roman tirms were written in short- 


hand without transeribing, as the re 
ciplent was perfectly familiar witb

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Baked Beans Fine Substitute

Place in 
boiling water and allow to stand 
for five minutes to remove sting 
from the peppers. Fill with Oven 
Baked Beans (1 medium can) 
sprinkle with buttered Rice Flakes 
or crumbs, place in a deep baking 
dish, add % cup water and bake in 
a moderate oven until peppers are 
tender and the crumbs _ brown.

Beat in 1% cups grated Ameri- 
can cheese, and when the cheese 
melts, add % cup Tomato Ketchup 
ana drained Oven Baked Red Kid- 
ney Beans (1 medium can) and al- 
low beans to heat through.
